The Board of Commissioners meeting was called to order at 1:30 p.m..

  1) MINUTES: Approval of the minutes of the Board of Commissioners
meeting held on Tuesday, April 6, 2004. 

MOTION: Heier moved and Workman seconded approval of the minutes of the
Board of Commissioners meeting dated April 6, 2004.  Schorr,
Hudkins, Workman, Heier and Stevens voted aye.  Motion carried.

  2) SPECIAL PRESENTATIONS:

A. A resolution in the matter of declaring the week of April 19 through
April 23, 2004 as Lancaster County Crime Victims’ Rights Week       (R-
04-0036) - JoAnna Svoboda, Kathy Stevenson, Pat Westendorf and
Jody Brott

MOTION: Heier moved and Hudkins seconded approval of Resolution 04-0036
in the matter of declaring the week of  April 19 through April 23,
2004 as Lancaster County Crime Victims’ Rights Week.  Workman,
Schorr, Heier, Hudkins and Stevens voted aye.  Motion carried.

There was no public comment and the meeting proceeded as planned.
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  4) CLAIMS FOR REVIEW:

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  6) PUBLIC HEARINGS:

A. Continuation of a public hearing regarding a petition from ten percent
of the property owners living in Plum Ridge Estates for formation of a
special paving improvement district.  The proposed District will be
called the Plum Ridge Road Improvement District.  

The Chair reconvened the public hearing.

In response to a question asked by Heier, Kristy Mundt, Deputy County Attorney, 
gave a summary of the opinion request regarding the creation of a road
improvement district.

road improvement district (Exhibit D)

Mundt added that the statute provides that the written protest be filed within ten
days after first publication of notice.  She stated the first notice was in the Journal
Star on March 25, 2004, making the last day of the ten day period April 4, 2004. 
Mundt noted that April 4th was on a Sunday so there would have been one extra
day to file the protest, which would have been Monday, April 5th.  The petition was
filed on April 5, 2004 making it within the ten day period as required by Neb. Rev.
Stat. §39-1604(2).  

The Chair asked if anyone else wished to provide testimony.

No one appeared and the hearing was closed.

Don Thomas, County Engineer, informed the Board that there is a new type of
printing application called screen printing and explained that after all bids were
received it was found  that Cornhusker Industries bid screen printing and the
remaining vendors had not.  In fairness to all bidders, he said, the
recommendation would be to reject all bids,  rewrite the specifications to include
screen printing and rebid the signs.
